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The second production of the season, playing November 30 th through December 3 rd , was Clifford Odet’s Golden Boy. Continuing the Faustian 
theme of Damn Yankees , this modem tragedy tells the story of Joe Bonaparte, a talented violinist, living in 1 937 New York City, who chooses fist over 
fiddle to gain fame and fortune by becoming a boxer. The audience follows Joe between his home and family and the world of seedy characters 
surrounding the boxing business.

The third play of the year was Sueno, an updated version of the 1 7 th century Spanish play. Life is a Dream , by Pedro Calderon de la Barca. The MBA 
players successfully dealt with the difficult philosophical questions of this play which contrasts Spanish tradition with Renaissance ideals and the 
proper code of action in reality and in dreams. A cast featuring actors of all ages tackled the lofty and often lewd language of this play. Charlie Pate, 
as Clarin the Crowd, not only provided comic relief, but also set the mood for the play with his enchanting melodies on his mandolin. Hunter Mobley, 
playing the self-loving and extravagant King Basilio, gave a brilliant performance. Jason Sanders, as Seqismundo, delivered many beautiful, long 
speeches extremely well, displaying man versus beast within his character. Charlie Harris and Jenny Andrews played the unforgivable duo, 
Astolpho and Estrella, who would stop at nothing to win King Basilio’s throne. While alone on stage they entertained the audience with their 
hilarious and a bit risque escapades and devious schemes. The cast and crew of Sueno put many hours into creating an incredible set which 
included a Copemican solar system on the floor with constellations that appeared with a blacklight. The MBA players pulled Sueno off solidly and 
understandably despite its quirkiness and its intricate themes.

Expectations were not let down as the Big Red cruised to victory over rivals

Entering the season with a nineteen-game winning streak and two consecutive TSSAA Division II state championship titles, the football team 
realized there would be some high expectations. The team proved that it could live up to these expectations, closing the season with a thirty-one- 
game winning streak and a third consecutive state title while maintaining a national ranking in USA Today for the entire season. With two early home 
wins over Lincoln County and Oakland, and a 23-7 victory at Baylor after trailing at the half, the Big Red looked to be off to a solid start. Then the 
team Hew to Jacksonville to take on the Bolles School. In extremely wet conditions, the Big Red had a difficult time handling the ball and suffered 
a 3-26 loss. However, a few weeks later this loss became a win by forfeit when it was discovered that Bolles had used an ineligible player. With wins 
against MUS, Pearl-Cohn, and Brentwood Academy, the team took a 7-0 record into the homecoming game against then-undefeated McCallie. After 

taking a quick 21-0 lead in the first half, the Big Red faced a McCallie comeback in the second half. 

With the score tied at 21, MBA drove down the field in State Champions the final two minutes to set up a 53-yard field 

goal, which Ingle Martin nailed to provide a dramatic lSJatinnnll RsnVprl 24-21 victory. To close out the season, MBA had 

a 31-0 win in Memphis over Christian Brothers and a ^ hard-fought 38-17 win over the Father Ryan 

Fighting Irish. With a perfect regular-season record, the Big Red entered the playoffs with the highest 

seeding and a sense of confidence. With a 2 1 -0 win over Baylor at home in the state semifinals, MBA prepared for a meeting in the Clinic Bowl with 
in-town rivals Brentwood Academy. The BA team was not to be underestimated, even though the first meeting in the season led to a 26-0 MBA 
victory. The Clinic Bowl was an evenly matched game in which the defenses were the dominant force. Trailing BA 7-0 at the half, MBA needed a 
surge in the second half. The Big Red first got on the board with a safety sack by Zach Wall in the third quarter, then took an 8-7 lead early in the 
fourth quarter when Ingle Martin threw a touchdown pass to Dominique Morris. After a failed two-point conversion, the Big Red fought to keep the 
Eagles from scoring again. The game came down to a BA field goal attempt of fifty yards withonly seconds left, but the kick was wide left by about 
a foot, giving MBA the ball back, an 8-7 win, and another state championship trophy. The team could not have been successful this year without 
great senior leadership, especially from captains Ingle Martin, Reid Murphy, Dominique Morris and Moses Osemwegie. Coach Bowers and his staff 
of assistant coaches did a great job in leading the team to its undefeated record and making the 102 nd season of MBA football so victorious.

On a hot August day at McCabe International, the MBA golf team quietly began its quest for a state title in the new millennium. After finishing a big 
slam, Coach Caldwell gave his classic motivational speech at tryouts, even though the returning lettermen had better things to occupy their time. 
When tryouts were finished, the final roster consisted of three senior captains Carter “monkey boy” Henderson, Graham “grimace, take those carts 
around and warsh’em” Worsham, Duncan “Captain D’s please” Fort, as well as seniors Jeff “par cart” Young, Miller “milky white thighs” Harris, and 
Ed “fat shaft” Buchanan. Juniors Treat “steady decline” MacAllister, Brett “knob” Knoll(commonly mistaken for a microbe golfer) and sophomore 
John “I gotta study” Eason rounded out the squad with special guest appearances from Will Fuqua and Zane Owens. In the first match of the year 
at Belle Meade Country Club, the Big Red, lacking its two best players, cruised to victory over a cocky Father Ryan team.

The next triumph of the season came in the Bruin KCglOn dicimpions Invitational at Franklin Country Club. Not only did 

the team get a day off school, but they also captured the team title despite coach’s cry that victory was 

“highly unlikely.” Coach Caldwell insisted that we had “no chance,” but the team did not take his negative attitude to heart. When the day was over 
Carter Henderson captured the individual title with a 68; with Duncan Fort’s 76(tied for 6 th ), Worsham’s 77 and Brett Knoll’s clinching putt on the 
last hole, the team was victorious by one shot. Treat MacAllister struggled to an 88 with a bruised hand. Miller Harris’s claim to fame occurred in 
the team’s final head-to-head match against Brentwood Academy. Miller came through in the clutch, shooting a 37 to lead the Big Red to victory and 
becoming the only player in MBA history to receive a warm embrace from a grateful Coach Caldwell. The only difficult match came against Father 
Ryan at McCabe when the team was without Treat(trafific court) and Duncan(suspension due to breach of “not gonna have it”). Thankfully, Jeff 
Young proved to be of some worth to the MBA community for the first time in his so called golfing career when he lead the Big Red to victory with 
a 37 in his final match. In what is still a questionable event, Ed Buchanan claims to have eagled the last hole at McCabe from the fairway with a 
pitching wedge; witnesses were Ray Charles, Ronny Milsaps, and Debbie. On another nice day off from school, the Big Red achieved total 
domination in Region at Highland Rim in coach’s “backyard”. Carter Henderson finished first with 69, Graham finished fourth with a 72 while Duncan 
and Treat finished tied for sixth with a pair of 74’s. The State tournament was a complete and utter disaster for the Big Red with the exception of the 
three days away from our vigorous studies.

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The 2000-2001 MBA basketball team featured the class of 200 l’s seven senior basketball players: Evan Abrahams, Matthew Bills, Carter 
Henderson, Steve Ingram, Ingle Martin, Dominique Morris, and Moses Osemwegie. Even though the team was the smallest MBA team in the 
last decade, it was full of speed and strength. Matthew Bills and Ingle Martin were the point guards, Evan Abrahams and Carter Henderson the 
shooters, Dominique Morris and Moses Osemwegie the posts, and Steve Ingram the fill-in— the-blank on the stat sheet player. The team had a 
rather mediocre start in which it went 5-4 through the end of 2000 with wins coming against Goodspasture, USN, Hillsboro, Marion County- 
Kentucky, and CPA, and losses to Gatlinburg Pitman, Cosby, MLK, and Scott County. After a refreshing New Year’s Day 8 a.m. practice, the 

team went on to win six out of its next seven games as it beat BA, BGA, MLK, Father Ryan, 

USN, and Henry County, but lost to Class A State Champions state semi-finalist Pickett County 74-70 in a 

tough game. With a 1 0-5 record and the number . one ranking in Division II, the Big Red went 

through a three game slump, losing to BA, in KeglOn Waverly, and BGA. Embarrassed with their 

performance, the players came together and started playing some of their best basketball of 

the season. The team closed out the regular season by winning 4 out of its last five games, as the team lost for the only time at home all season 
to Columbia, but went to Ryan and tail-gunned the Irish in the first half and preserved the victory in the second to clinch the #1 seed for the 
Region tournament. After beating USN, the Big Red played fairly well for most of the region championship game against Ryan, but when Ryan 
hit a three at the buzzer to send the game to overtime the Big Red were manhandled, settling for second in the region, but securing a berth in 
the Sectionals. At Sectionals, the Big Red dominated Chattanooga Notre Dame in the second half en route to a 27 point victory, setting up a 
state tournament semifinal with McCallie. In a rollercoaster game characterized by lengthy runs, the team made the final run of the game in the 
fourth quarter to pull out the 58-51 win after being down 44-33 at the end of the third. Sharp three-point shooting by captains Matthew Bills 
and Steve Ingram and a strong inside game by Dominique Morris and Moses Osemwegie led the team to the championship game against the 
Evil Empire on St. Patrick's day. However, the Irish had no luck escaping the full court trapping defense of MBA. Carter Henderson, Dominique 
Morris, Moses Osemwegie, and Ingle Martin scored in double digits. For the third time in four years, the 20-10 Big Red raised the gold ball in 
Murfreesboro as Steve Ingram and Dominique Morris were named to the All-Tournament team and Moses Osemwegie was named its MVP.

The Varsity Rifle team ended the year with its fifth straight victory in the State High School Air Rifle Championship held at Hillsboro in April, but it 
was a most unusual and difficult year for the Big Red. The 2000 - 2001 season was unique in that while the Rifle team had one of the top rifle athletes 
in the nation, Jared Lostetter, on the team, there was no one close to his skill level to back him up in the four-man team events. Lostetter was the team 
captain and the only senior on the team. Tei Auer,a talented but inexperienced first year shooter, was the only junior; the rest of the team were 
sophomores or below, which speaks well for the future. The big event of the fall was the MBA Rifle Classic -held annually in October over the Fall- 
Break Weekend. The Classic is the largest high school sponsored rifle tournament in the U.S. This year 50 high schools and 324 athletes from 10 
states competed for individual and team honors. The real story of the classic is behind the scenes - it takes the support of nearly 50 individuals, 
mostly parents of current and former rifle team members, to run the classic. Both gyms are used to create a rifle range with 50 firing lanes - for three 

days the biggest high school range in the country. For the first time in three years, an MBA shooter 

did not reach the awards platform at the Classic in spite of a valiant effort by Jared Lostetter. Jared 

had gun trouble in the 60 shot qualification round State Champions which left him in 5 th place going into the finals. In 

the finals, the top eight shooters go to the firing line to fire 10 additional shots with scores 

announced after each shot. Staring six points out of first place, Jared fired a 97 out of 1 00 possible 

for the best finals score in the competition but still one away from a medal. Lostetter was a “blue chip” athletic scholarship prospect for five of the 
top NCAA shooting programs in the country. His first visit was to the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, New York. He spent two days in early 
December living as a cadet and upon his departure was offered an appointment which he accepted. He sent his regrets to the other schools. 
Sophomores Jackson Balthrop and Josh Kupershmidt made major contributions to the team effort during the fall but dropped off the team during the 
spring. Freshmen David Amiot and Eric Hill stepped up to fill the gap and earned All-State High School Rifle Team honors in the process. For the 
State Championship, sophomore Will Stringfellow came out of retirement to help MBA win the state title. Freshman Jesse Richards has been backup 
team member throughout the year and shows great promise for the future. The team spent spring break at Fort Benning in Georgia on the Army 
Marksmanship Unit range training under the direction of world renowned Olympic rifle coach Bill Krilling. Ken Johnson, a member of the 2000 
Olympic team, gave our shooters a clinic on mental training and dealing with match pressure. This has been a year of growth and development for 
the Varsity Rifle Team. The Junior School Rifle Team, led by Team Captain David Bilhartz, is the strongest group of shooters we have had in four 
years. Even with the departure of Jared Lostetter, coaches Leo Lujan and Ivy Ashworth expect a stonger team next year.
